Elec- 
Iricily'is the agent that jsllo briiig alxj.iit this .happy consum- 
mation, according to his vjew. : I'le says'that by means of elec- 
(ricily distance is being annihilated and the nations are being 
brought inlo closer relatioiis-'w.ill^Qne^another, and it is his 
belief that as they conic to know each other more intimately 
they will cease Iq engage in war. They will better understand 
each other's ways and \vanls and will jind means lo settle any 
differences thai arise without /resort (q arms.
